Struggled With Police. 


The man was quickly seized, and 


with considerable difficulty 
dragged 


50 feet to the car. The stone-thrower 
was a big fellow and struggled BO 
fiercely that a policeman who waa 
stadning near by went to the assist- 
ance of the 
sheriffs. 
Immediately 


Mayor Mulvihill was seen hurrying 
through the mob. He rushed up to 
the policeman and ordered him to take 
his hands off the prisoner. He then 
told the deputy sheriffs that they had 
better let the man go. During the 
argument the stone-thrower wrenched 
himself free and dashed away. 


In the meantime stones were flying 


in a shower, and one of them struck 
Mayor Mulvihill on the head, bruising 
it badly. The two sheriffs Jumped on 
the car and ordered the motorman to 
proceed to the car sheds, a quarter of 
a mile distant, 'me bombardment did 
not abate, and the crowds on the 
streets were so dense that the motor- 
man had to go slowly. 


Fired In the Air. 


The

throwing grew so vigorous that the 
sheriffs drew their revolvers and fired 
five shots in the air. This caused the 
bombardment to let up a little and

nidas with undying immortality, Na- j godfather to their brutal assassina- 
poleon on the bridge of Lodi, Philip

death which glorified the name of the 
Six Hundred at Balaklava the desper- 
ate charge of the Black Brigade at 
Port Hudson—all these glorious mem- 
ories pale^d before the splendid cour- 
age of William McNally, who perished 
to his endeavor, to save a fellow-creat- 
ure from being burned alive and who 
paid the penalty with his own life; a 
rescue which makes his name immor- 
tal.

The young fireman, William McNal- 


ly, who offered up his life to duty last 
week, enlisted in the navy at the age 
of 17. in our late war with Spain, and 
by his noble and cheerful character 
he became a favorite alike with of- 
ficers and men 
The war being over, 


he received an honorable discharge for 


i his service, which had been marked 
by several bold and daring deeds Re- 
turning to the city, he secured a place 
in the Fire Department, where the i 
same good fortune followed him and 
he became a general favorite in the en- 
tire department 
At the fire where he 


lost his life, 25? First avenue, after it 
was sjiid that all had been saved from 
the burning building a 
voice was 


heard, crying out that one old man 
was still there, and young McNally 
and two others ran up the ladder to 
the fourth story and swung 
them- 


selves into the burning 
building 


There was a burst of flame, his com- 
panions swung themselves out to the 
ladder; then 
Shaugbnessy 
and his 


friend McAvoy dragged McNally, who 
was too badly burned to save himself, 
out of the building and carried him 
down the ladder and two days after he 
died in Bellevue hospital. 


While the glorious deed of McNally 


•will place his name highest on the 
golden roll of the fire department, 
there is nothing in history that sur- 
passes the splendid courage of Mc- 
Avoy in turning back into the burning 
biukling to save his friend McNally 


, Dublin, which dominated in the Molly 


j McGuires of Pennsylvania and stood 


i 
tions. For several years in the coal 
' regions of Pennsylvania these brutal 
f assassins reigned with power supreme 


j all through the coal region. 
They 


, were the police, constables , sheriffs, 
judges of the courts. No jury could 
be empanelled which would 
convict 


them of any crime. They terrorized 
good citizens so that when summoned 
to court to testify against some flag- 
rant offense committed in open day 
their lips were sealed and they were 
dumb as the stones beneath their feet. 
No officer of the law from other coun- 
ties dared to enter the section cursed 
by their dominion, till a Pmkerton de- 
tective was found brave enough to 
enter the murderous den, carrying day 
and night his life in his hand. 
He 


boldly became a member of the assas- 
sin's guild and for two long years 
participated in their murderous his- 
tory. He had all the grips, signs and 
passwords and a list of the rank and 
file. When everything was perfected 
that the courts in other -parts of the 
state desired to know the trap was 
sprung Consternation seized upon the 
assassins all and they 
attempted 


flight in every direction, but the aven- 
ues to safety were securely guarded. 
Hundreds were arrested, but many es- 
caped. On the gallows many of the 
convicted villains ended their lives. 
The prisons, were full, the infamous 
combination was broken up, and that 
was the last of the Molly McGuires in

periments, reading passages from the 
Scripture referring to the 
miracles. 


He showed how simple It was to pro- 
duce a halo of electric fire about his 
head though he remains at a distance 
of 10 feet from the apparatus. 


lie stood on a raised platform hot on 


glass pegs. The glass prevented elec- 
trical contact with the earth, and 
* 
as he raised the two negative and 
positive poles to the height of his head 
the electricity passed through and out 
of the crown of his head in a circle of 
flame. Then Dr. Grisser compelled his 
machine, by various manipulations, to 
shoot-jagged flashes. 
He called at- 


tention to the passage In the Bible 
referring to the descent of the/Holy 
Ghost In a pilfer of fire and'lsaid: 


"If some one will only volunteer I, 


will show that the enveloping of a per- 
son in a pillar of flame Is not a mir- 
acle." 


Thomas Mackaye came forward and 


offered to serve for the experiment. 
Dr. Grisser placed him on his small 
platform before the apparatus in a 
rtanding position. 
He 
adjusted on 


each side of him the two steel rods 
forming negative and positive poles. 
There was no possibility of a short 
circuit, as the platform was separated 
from the floor by glass pegs. 
With 


a Crooke's tube in one hand Dr. Gris- 
ser stood off to one side- of the plat- 
form and signalled for the starting of 
the big glass discs. 


They started off with a whirr. Then 


slowly tiny sparks began to jet off 
Mr. Mackaye's clothing.

the 


sparks grew to curling flames 
and 


when the discs attained 
their 
full 


speed the man's entire body wan a 
mass of 
writhing blue

flame. When he stepped down from 
the platform not so much as a thread 
of f\i'/,7. on his clothing was singed.

But the great movements for so- 
ciaf betterment, the institutions widen 
show the trend of human progress and 
the industries, occupations and educa- 
tion of the people have no Baedeker.

row, an expert photographer and mak- 
er of lantern slides, will start on their 
tour of inspection.
